7. Ase^gnmral and SubfettiD|> Without the prior wrUteti coasent of Lesicr, Lesaee ibalt oot assign this 
iease. or sublet or grant any coocessfon or liccjue to iiso tb* pjonisea or any part Atttof. A cooseni by Lusor to 
one aasignmcDt* subletting, coooeasioa* or liooose shall not be deemed to be a consent lo any subsequent assign- 
ment^ lutlalting. <;pQcestion» or license. An asilgiunent, suUettiogi conceasion, or license without the prior written 
ccoseni of LessoTp or an assignment or subkUinK by opcnuion of law, shall be vdd and shall, at Lessor's o(A1oq» ler* 
minate this lease.

If the denuicd piremlsea, or any pan thereof* shall be pwtially damaged by fire 
or other casualty not due to Lessee^s netgligence or wlUul act or that of his emfdoyee, family, iQent, or vishrr, the 
premises shall be promptly ivp^rad by Lessor and there shall be in abatement of cent ooircsponding with the time 
during whicb. and the extent to which, the teased pienOsas may have been untenantable; but, if tte leased premises 
should be damagod other Ibui by Leasee's negligence tv willful act or dut of his empioyee^ family. agcaU or visitor 
to the extent (bat Lessor shall decide oot to tcUiild or repair, the term of this leaie sbaJl ead and the rent sfialt be 
pmiated <qr to the trnie of Che damage. 

16. Pan gf i w as Materfajk Lessee shall not beep or have on the teased ptemis«s any article or thing of a 
dangerous, Inflammable, or cxploaive character that migHt unreasonably increase the dadger of tite on the leased 
premises or thai might be considend bazardoui or extra hszardoiti by aqy responsible insurance oompiny.

14, Kigbt of Inspection* Lessor and his agents shall have the right at all reasonable times during the term 
of this lease and any renewal thereof to enter the demised premises for the purpose of inspecting the premises and 
all buil<b'ng and improvsemeniJ thereon. 

IS- Display of Signs. During the last Twf^T "^ days of this lease, Lessor or his agent shall 
hav« the privilege of displaying the usual 'Tor Sale'* or 'Tor Rent*' or ''Vacancy" signs on the demised premises and 
of lowing the property to prospective purchasers or tenants. 

16. Svbordliiation of Lease. Thu tea«e and Lessee's leasehold interest hereunder are and shall be subject, 
subordinate, and inferior to any liens or encuoibraoces now or hereafter placed on the demised premises by Lessor, 
all advances made under any such liens or encumbrances, the interest payable on any such liens or encumbrances, 
and any and all renewals or extensions of such liens or encumbrances. 

17« Holdover by Lessee. Should Leasee remain in possession of the demised pi^mises wJUt ihe consent of 
Lessor afW the natural expiration of this lease, a new month-to-month tenancy sliall be cicated between Lessor and 
Lessee which shall be subject lo all the terms and conditions hereof but shall be terminated on 'XHif^^ 
days' written notice served by either Lessor or Lessee on the other party. 

15, Surrender of Premises. At the expiration of the lease term, Lessee shall quit and surrender the 
premises hereby demised in as good state aiid condition as they were at the commencement of this lease, reasonable 
use and wear thereof and damages by the elements excepted. 

19. Default. If any default is made in the payment of rent, or any part thereof, at the times hereinbefore 
specified, or if any default is made in the perfonnancc of or compliance with any other tenn or cofidHUm iutrcof* the 
lease, at the option of Lessor, shall teiminate and be forfeited, and Lessor may re-enter the premises and remove all 
persons therefrom. Lessee shall be given written notice of any default or breach, and termination and forfeiture of 
the lease shall not result if, within f^flTB^W ■ — "' "^ ' days of receipt of such notice, Lessee has 
corrected the default or breach or has taken action reasonably likely to effect such correction within a leasonabk timfi. 

20. Abandonment If at my time during the tenn of this lease Lessee abandons the demised premises or 
any part thereof, lessor may, at bis option, enter the demised premises by any means without being liable Cot wy 
prosecution therefor, and without becoming liable to Lessee for damages or for any payment of any kind whatever, 
and may. at his discretion, as agent for Le^ee. relet the demised premises, or any part thereof, for the whole or any 
part of the then unexpired term, and may receive and collect afl rent payable by vinue of such reletting, and^ at 
Lessor's option, hold Lessee liable for any difference between (he rent that would have been payable under this 
lease during the balance of the un^piced term, if this lease had continued in force, aiul the net rent for such period 
realized by Lessor by means of such rslettini;. Jf Lessor's ri^t of re-entry is exercised following abandonment of 
the piemises by Lessee, then Lessor may consider any personal property belonging to Lessee and fcfl on the premt> 
es to also have been abandoned, in which case Lessor may dispose of all auch personal propeny in any manner 
Lessor shall derm proper and ts hereby relieved of all liabiliiy for doing so. 

ZU Binding ^ffiecc 1^ covenants and conditions herein contained shall apply to and bind the heirs, legal 
representatives, and assigns of the parties hereto, and all covenants are to be construed as conditions of this lease,
